The Toronto Globe asks this question 
and then very naturally proceeds to 
quoto from Mr. DeCoSMOs' manifesto 
iii the Standard to prove that Sir John 
has promised to begin railway construc- 
tion in accordance with the Carnarvon 
Terms, or failing to effect this, "that 
separation from Canada is to bo both 
sanctioned and advocated by tho 
Premier." A more injurious state- 
ment than that put forth by our con- 
temporary could not well have been 
concocted; and when we add that it 
possesses not the slightest foundation in 
fact, it will be understood that the object 
of the publication could not have been 
other than discreditable. One is at a 
loss to conceive the motive that actuat- 
ed tho author in placing Sir John in a 
position so false — attacking his loyalty 
to tho Dominion, in fact. We presume 
there is a motive underlying tho state- 
ment, which, when the time shall have 
arrived for striking a blow, will be duly 
developed. As Sir John now rep- 
resents Victoria City, and as he is the 
almost unanimous choice of the electors 
of this district, we have felt it incum- 
bent on us to give an unqualified 
denial to the injurious article referred 
to. On this point tho Globe says: 

"2'/ie Colonist says that, after mak- 
ing enquiries of the committeemen of 
both parties, it was ascertained that 
Sir John had been elected without any 
pledges being given or asked, but that 
it was the well-founded conviction of 
all that the British Columbia terms 
would be carried out as closely as pos- 
sible, though it was not to be expected 
that, under any circumstances, Sir 
John would "permit tho disruption of 
the Confederation which ho had been 
chiefly instrumental in building up. 
Mr. DeCos.mos, however, will not 
allow himself to be put down so easily. 
Ho insists upon it that Sir John is 
pledged to carry out the Pacific Rail- 
way policy which is agreeable to his 
present constituents, and he gives his 
reasons for such belief." 
• Then follows the damaging state- 
ment of our contemporary, of which 
the Globe makes the most — and who 
can blame it? It is not often that a 
professed friend of a statesman will 
place in the hands of his enemies a 
weapon with which to assail him. Mr. 
DeCos.mos has done this, and so long 
as tho statement is adhered to by him 
so long will it be used in press and Parlia- 
ment to the disadvantage of tho Cana- 
dian Premier, who, we again assert, 
sits for Victoria entirely unpledged. 
Is not a retraction by the junior mem- 
ber for Victoria in order?

Jellalabad lies on 
the table land of the Himalayas, and 
is about halfway through Khyber Pass.

Tho Court met at 10 a.m., and Win. 
Tredgett was arraigned on an indictment 
for stealing a watch the property of Jo- 
soph Monteru. The prisoner pleaded 
guilty and was remanded for sentence. 
LARCENY. 

Ah Ghee, a Chinaman, was then brought 
up on an indictment for stealing a watch 
and chain and a small sum of money the 
property of Henry Spofford, in July last. 
The prisonar pleaded not guilty, stating 
that he found tho watch and chain where 
ho was cutting wood and "took" it, but 
did not steal it. 

A jury was ompannollcd with C. W. 
Wallace as foreman. 

The case for the Crown was conducted 
by Mr. Eli Harrison, jr. 

The evidence of Mr. Spofford, Mr. 
Saule and constable Lindsay having been 
taken, the jury without leaving the box 
rendered a verdict of guilty. 

STEALING. 

Thomas Stark, arraigned on an indict- 
ment for stealing, on June 25th, a gold 
watch and chain, a locket, a piece of 
gold and some money the property of 
Joseph H. King. The prisoner pleaded 
guilty and was remanded for sentence. 

Kitty, an Indian woman, indicted for 
stealing, on Sept. 2.'!d last; 820 from tho 
person of Thomas Brown. The complain- 
ant failed to answer to his namo, and the 
Court ordered that his recognizances bo 
forfeited. His Honor regretted much 
that the complainant had not appeared, as 
he had something to tell him about his 
conduct in connection with this ease. 

The prisoner pleaded not guilty, and 
His Honor suggested that tho Crown enter 
a nolle prosequi. The Attorney-General 
said he would hike the matter into his 
consideration. 

Ah Pow, arraigned on an indictment 
for stealing a pair of boots and a pair of 
gaiters and two shoes, the property of 
William Henthorn. The prisoner pleaded 
" not guilty," and a jury, of which Mr. 
A. N. Nicholson was foreman, was em- 
pannelled. The prosecution was conduct- 
ed by Mr. E. Harrison, jr. 

William Heathorn testified that the 
prisoner had been in his employ; from 
information received went to John Gar- 
rotson's store, Humboldt street, where he 
saw tho boots and shoes (produced); they 
were of his manufacture and had been of- 
ferred for sale by the prisoner at much 
less than their value; the mates of the 
two odd shoes were found in his factory; 
prisoner was employed in the department 
where the mates were. 

John Gerretsen deposed that he bought 
tho boots and shoes produced from prison- 
er, and took a receipt for 82, which he 
paid him for the shoes and communicated 
with the police; on a subsequent occasion 
prisoner came with the boots and offorcd 
to sell them; witness suspected that they 
had been stolen; detained the prisoner 
and sent for special constable Black. 

Constable Black deposed to arresting 
tho prisoner at Gerretsen's store on sus- 
picion of his having stolen the boots. 

His Honor briefly reviewed the evidence 
and tho jury without retiring returned a 
verdict of "guilty." 

Daniel Ryrie, arraigned on an indict- 
niont for stealing a gold ring, the proper- 
ty of James McMillan, of Nona River 
district 

The prisoner pleaded "not guilty," and 
was defended by Mr. A. E. B. Davie. A 
jury, with Mr. J. Jackson as foreman, 
was then empanelled. 

James McMillan testified that in May 
last he lost a gold ring; missed it from tho 
fob pocket of his pants; no une appeared 
to know anything about it; in a day or 
two offered a reward of §10 for its recov- 
ery; identify the ring produced as mine; it 
was made from an ounce of gold; the pris- 
oner was employed as night watchman at 
the fishery station and slept in tho same 
room as I; got a search warrant and found 
it on prisoner's person; in searching his 
coat I found a small package sewed in the 
bottom of his pocket; it contained two 
gold rings one of which was mine; prison- 
er stated at his preliminary trial that ho 
had frequently found property and re- 
turned it, but never got, any recompense 
for doing so; he had therefore made up 
his mind not to return any more. 

Cross-Exam ined — When I ' searched 
him, I said, "give up my ring if you have 
it and go on your way rejoicing;" thero 
are a number of Chinese and Indians em- 
ployed at the fishery and about a dozen 
whitemen. 

John Murray deposed that he had been 
working at the fishery; remembered hear- 
ing McMillan complain of having lost the ' 
ring and was present when prisoner was 
searched and saw the ring taken from his 
coat pocket. 

The learned counsel for the defense 
made an able appeal to the jury and then 
called Messrs. A. McLean, Thos. Wilson \ 
and It. Cunningham, who testified to the 
good character of the prisoner. 

Ilia Honor very carefully summed 
up and the jury retired to consider their 
verdict. 

AFTER RECESS 
The jury returned with a written verdict 
to the effect that the prisoner was guilty 
of retaining the ring, knowing it to bo tho 
property of Jas." McMillan, the foreman 
stating that the jury meant that tho pris- 
oner was guilty upon tho second count, 
The written verdict was not accepted, and 
under direction of His Honor the jury re- 
tired and ina few moments returned with 
"guilty on the second count of the indict- 
ment," viz., feloniously receiving stolen 
property. 

Counsel for defendant (Mr. E. A. B. 
Davie) objected to any verdict but the 
written one, and claimed that the latter 
was equivalent to an acquittal. 

The Judge then reserved the objection 
of dofendant'scounsel, viz. , that the written 
verdict was equivalent to an acquittal, and 
that the jury had no power to return two 
verdicts. 

Kitty, an Indian woman, charged with 
stealing a §20 gold-piece from the person 
of Thomas Brown in a house of ill-fame, 
was found guilty by the jury, of which 
Mr. C. F. Beaven was foreman. 

Ah Lin, arrainged on an indictment for 
wounding with intent one Dick Say, 
pleaded guilty and was remanded for 
sentence 

Tho business for the Crown in those 
cases was conducted by Mr. E Harrison, 
Jr. , and the Court stands adjourned un- 
til 10 o'clock to-morrow (Thursday.)

The City Council met at 7:50 last even- 
ing.

After routine 

COMMUNICATIONS 

Were read from Mr. J. Spratt, calling at- 
tention to the dangerous condition of a 
sidewalk adjoining the Albion foundry 
and asking that the property-owner be 
instructed to lay down a proper sidewalk. 
It was ordered that the party in question 
bo notified to do so. 

From Mr. John Teague, certifying that 
Mr. Eli Harrison has completed his con- 
tract for painting the exterior of tho City 
Hall and may be paid. 

From Mr. A. Bunstor, stating that an 
overflow caused by the lato rains had 
damaged tho walls of his brewery, and 
asking that a new box drain be laid down. 
Referred to Street Committee. 

From Mr. W. Bowden, stating his wil- 
lingness to accept tho position of police 
officer tendered him. 

From Mr. W. K. Bull, calling atten- 
tion to the dilapidated condition of tho 
seats at Beacon Hill. Ordered that tho 
letter bo referred to the park trustees.

Coun. Redfern moved that, inasmuch 
as the new City Hall is too damp for oc- 
cupation, the Clerk ascertain if the pre- 
sent chambers can be rented until the end 
of the year at a monthly rental of §35 

Coun. Dalby was in favor of moving in 
this week. 

Coun. Turner said the new offices would 
be too damp for the employe's of tho Coun- 
cil and seconded the resolution, which 
was carried. 

POLICE COURT VS. SUPREME COURT. 

Mr. Courtney, City Police Court Magis- 
trate, who was present, hero rose and 
asked permission to address the Council. 
He said that he observed in tho report of 
Mr. Justice Crease's charge to the Grand 
Jury, the following: "His Honor re- 
gretted that several cases had- not, appar- 
ently, boon dealt with by a competent 
Magistrate in tho lower court, and stated 
that had it been otherwise the time and 
expense of witnesses, who were compelled' 
to attend, Mtould have been saved." Mr. 
Courtney desired to state, that outof the 17 
cases ho had sent up, no less than eight 
were on charges of cutting and stabbing, 
and ho was aware that if he had dealt 
summarily with those he would have rend- 
ered himself liable to reprimand. What 
ho now desired to ask was whether tho 
Council endorsed his action or not. He 
was an officer of tho corporation, paid by 
the corporation and if his conduct was 
not satisfactory to them tho sooner he 
knew it the better. Was there any one 
of the cases he had sent up that could 
have been dealt with summarily I Ho would 
like to see a single case pointed out and in 
that event was prepared to explain why it 
had been sent to tho superior court. 

Coun. Redfern said that he did not 
think the judge's remarks referred es- 
pecially to Mr. Courtney, but to magis- 
trates' courts generally. 

Mr. Courtney said ho had heard the re- 
marks himself and was sure they applied 
only to him. 

Coun. Todd said ho was a member of 
the grand jury and he thought that then- 
opinion was that several of the cases sent 
up might have been dealt with suminar- 

iiy- 

Mr. Courtney would like Coun. Todd 
to mention one. 

Coun. Todd referred to the case of 
Ryrie, indicted for stealing a ring from 
tho person; also to that of a kloochman, 
indicted for stealing 820 from a man 
named Brown. 

Mr. Courtney explained that tho for- 
mer case was dealt with in the Magis- 
trate's Court at Skoena, not by himself at 
all; and that in the latter case the prison- 
er had been committed in order that the 
prosecutor, who was a bad character, 
might be exposed. He did not deem it 
his duty to permit the man to claim his 
820 and walk out of tho police court with- 
out exposure. 

Coun. Redfern said that he, as one of 
the Grand Jury, had been of opinion that 
savcral of the cases sent up might have 
been dealt with in the inferior courts. 
Of course, however, he (Coun. Bedfern) 
was not able to give a legal opinion on 
tho matter. 

Coun. Todd thought that so long as the 
Corporation paid Mr. Courtney and 
brought no accusation against him ho 
should rest perfectly easy. 

Coun. Turner said ho thought when he 
read the report of the charge published 
in The Colonist that it might be incorrect, 
and he was somewhat surprised to learn 
now from Mr. Courtney that His Honor's 
remarks had been accurately reported. 
Ho (Coun. T.), however, thought it 
rather strange that the judge should have 
made such allusions to a police magistrate 
without particularizing tho cases ho re- 
ferred to. 

After further discussion the matter 
dropped, Mr, Courtney expressing him- 
self satisfied with tho opinions expressed 
by the council and thanking them for 
their attention to the matter. 

Mr. C. Todd was then appointed Super- 
intendent of Polico for tho city vice Mr. 
Bowden, and Mr. Bowden was appointed 
a member of tho police force. 

Tho Council then adjourned.

JallalabacL in tho Hands of our 
Soldiers ! 

[From our Special War Correspondent.] 

London, Nov. 26. — A special from 
Uakka says that leaving Ali Musjid in 
charge of a British regiment, General 
Brown pushed on at tho head of the 
men of the hill tribes to Lundikena, 13 
miles off, where the advance force biv- 
ouacked. Major Cavagnari rode on to 
Dokka, which he reached at 7 o'clock 
on Saturday evening, tho Kahu of 
Lalpoor meeting him to offer submis- 
sion. At dawn on Sunday morning 
the British troops resumed their march, 
arriving in Dakka at noon and found 
that the deserted fort had been plun- 
dered by the neighboring tribos. The 
British advance has riow reached the 
frontier of Afghanistan proper, destroy- 
ing by its successes the Ameer's au- 
thority in an independent territory 
thirty miles in wi 1th, from Jnmrood to 
Dakka. The flying Afghan army in its 
efforts to escape has been plundered of 
everything, the country having risen 
against it and refusing it shelter. The. 
news is confirmed that Jallalabad has 
been evacuated and the garrison is in 
headlong flight towards Cabul. Vil- 
lagers go about their daily work with 
the utmost unconcern while our army 
is passing. 

Lahore, Nov. 25. — A majority of 
the prisoners taken at Ali Musjid have 
been released. 

Lahore, Nov. 26. — Gen. Roberts 
has reached a point half way between 
Hazariper and Kuruu fort. He met 
with no resistance. Gen. Biddulph en- 
tered Piskeenthis morning. 



from Plymouth toHnr.iburg, and found- 
ered in about ten minutes. The iron 
screw steamer Glengary, saved about 
172 of her passengers and crew aud 
landed them at Dover. The vessel 
with which the Pomerania was in col- 
lhion is anchored off Folkestone, with 
her bows stove in, and her forward 
compartment full of water. A tug has 
gone to her assistance 

New York, Nov. 25. — Tho Pomer- 
ania had on board 152 passengers when 
she sailed from this port on Nov. 14th. 
It is not yet known how many were 
left at Plymouth, as passage is always 
engaged for Hamburg, even if the pns- 
sangers want to land at Plymouth or 
Cherbourg. The officers and crew of 
the vessel numbered 111. The cargo 
of tho Pomerania, valued at about 
8250,000, was all consigned to Ham- 
burg, except 17,500 Mexican dollars 
consigned to London, and delivered at 
Plymouth. 17 Bags of letters and 25 
bags papers are supposed to be lost. 
Hopes are entertained that survivors 
from the swamped boat may have been 
picked up by passing vessels. The 
boats of the Glengary searched all 
night. Several good swimmers owe 
their lives to the long search. All on 
board the Pomerania were aroused; 
nobody was left sleeping. There is 
great excitement at the office of tho 
company in this city. The Pomer- 
ania was built at Greonock on the 
Clyde in 1873. Sim was 3883 tons 
burden. 

London, Nov. 26.-4 p.m. — Further 
particulars of tho Pomerania disaster 
show that at the time of collision she 
was near Dungeness Point, about 3 
miles from shore; she was struck on the 
starboard side amidships. Distress 
signals were given and responded to by 
the steamer Glengary proceeding down 
the channel, which made all speed to- 
ward the scene of the disaster. There 
were 9 boats on the Pomerania, 4 of 
which were crushed in the collision, 5 
were got oil', but one being overcrowded 
with passengers sank. All tho boats 
pulled away from the doomed ship 
leaving the captain who refused to 
leave the ship until the last moment. 
The last boat to leave was under chief 
officer who did all in his power to per- 
suade the captain to leave. After pull- 
ing for half an hour the survivors were 
picked up by the Glengary. One gen- 
tleman was taken from the water in an 
unconscious state and restored. The 
Glengary stayed near the scene till day- 
break, when the Pomerania was seen 
with her mast above water. The Glen- 
gary then proceeded to Dover with 
those saved and landed them at 9 a.m., 
when they were taken to the Sailor's 
Home, treated with every kindness and 
breakfasted. The greatest possible or- 
der under the circumstances was main- 
tained by the officers and crew. Tho 
London, Chatham and Dover railway 
brought free to London this afternoon 
one hundred and nine of the Poiner- 
ania's survivors, 65 bting seamen and 
others second and third class passen- 
gers. There were no first class and no 
women among them. They will be 
forwarded to Germany.

London, Nov. 20. — The steamship 
Pomerania, Capt. Schwenzea, which left 
New York Nov. 14th for Hamburg 
and arrived at Plymouth at midnight 
on the 24 tli, was sunk by a collision 
with a Welsh bark off Folkestone last 
night. Fifty-eight persons are missing; 
162 men were saved. The collision 
occurred at midnight; during a fog, 8 
miles from Folkestone. The Welsh 
bark is reported to be the Noel Filian 
of Carnarvon, from Rotterdam to Car- 
diff. The Pomerania was en route 



CONTINUED DEMONSTRATIONS OF LOYALTY. 

[By Exclusive Telegram from our Special Correspon- 
dent] 

Halifax, Nov. 26. — The Marquis of 
Lome replied to the Corporation ad- 
dress as follows: "Mr. Mayor and 
Corporation of the City of Halifax — I 
thank you as the representative of Her 
Majesty the Queen, and in her name, 
for the loyal words contained in your 
address, which expresses well the senti- 
ments of devotion to her throne and 
person which have ever characterized 
the people of the provinces of British 
North America, and which I am per- 
suaded arc nowhere more truly felt and 
more universally shared than in this 
city, the capita), of the ancient colony 
of Nova Scotia. Your community has 
been, I may say, already long associat- 
ed with the history of the family of our 
gracious sovereign for it was here that 
his Royal Highness the Duke of Kent 
passed many years of a soldier's life. 
It is to your city that two of his grand- 
children come to-day. You have with 
you, I regret for only a short time, the 
Prince who has made the honored the 
profession of a seaman in every quarter 
of the globe in which he has already 
had an opportunity of serving Her 
Majesty. He has already visited North 
America, and let us hope that when he 
again comes the occasion may be made 
then more auspicious by the presence of 
Her Royal Highness the Duchess of 
Edinburgh. In no part of the British Em- 
pire are the perils and honors of the 
naval profession better understood than 
on the shores of Nova Scotia, for here, 
although much attention is given to the 
successful cultivation of the land and 
miners' art, the dangers of the sea are 
braved, as one of the maritime prov- 
inces of this great country, by thous- 
ands of intrepid seamen. Its pathless 
seas are made the highways of com- 
merce by your hardy sailors, its sea 
wealth is gathered by your gallant fish- 
ermen and the arts of navigation are 
familiar to many among your popula- 
tion. Although sons of the sovereign 
have before this day visited these shores 
this is the first occasion on which a 
daughter of the reigning house has seen 
the new world. I rejoice that the 
Princess lands on this continent among 
people so loyal and thoroughly worthy 
of British protection as the inhabitants 
of this famous colony; and I speak but 
foebly for her when I say she is much 
moved by the kindness of your wel- 
come. For my own part I thank you for 
the flattering manner in which you have 
spoken of my acceptance of this high 
office and can only hope that 1 Khali in 
some measure be able to follow in the 
footsteps of your late Governor-Gener- 



al. I shall, at all events, always enter 
tain the greatest solicitude for the wel- 
fare and interest of these Provinces. 
Let me add, in conclusion, that the 
congratulations you have addressed to 
us, the hearty and enthusiastic loyalty 
shown in our reception, make the day 
on which we enter your noble harbor — ■ 
the hospitable and over open gate of 
your Province and of a wide Dominion 
beyond — a day to remain long in grate- 
ful remembrance, and I assure you we 
consider ourselves most fortunate in 
having cast our lot with so generous, 
warm-hearted and devoted a people." 

Halifax, Nov. 26. — The Governor- 
General, after tho drawing room re- 
ception at the Government House last 
night, returned to the Admiralty 
House; the party remained thore this 
morning and will not depart until this 
afternoon at 3:30 p.m. The Governor- 
General will hold a levee at the Coun- 
cil Chamber, which -will be largely at- 
tended. Tho grand feature will bo a 
torchlight procession which leaves Ad- 
Admiralty House at 6:30 p.m. when 
the firemen will escort tho Marquis and 
Princess through the principal parts of 
the city, which will be illuminated, to 
the residence of Sir Patrick McDoug- 
all, where the Vice-regal party will 
dine. The party will leavo for Mont- 
real at 11 a.m. to-morrow. Weather 
fine to-day, after heavy rain last night.

The last sensation on Fifth avenue is 
a new grocery store right in tho most 
aristocratic portion of tho avenue. It 
is within a stone's throw of the resi- 
dence of the Astors and Mrs. A. T. 
Stewart. This grocery store is the 
finest store in the world. The walls 
are hung with tapestry, surrounded by 
fluted ebony panels. The cases, in 
which are bottled truffles, mushrooms, 
chowchow, and pate de foi gras, arc 
made of ebony with bevelled cut-glass 
doors. The floors are made of wood 
mosaic, carpeted with Turkish rugs; 
and in the centre of the store is a 
beautiful fountain filled with gold fish, 
surrounded by palms and ferns. This 
new grocery has been fitted up by a 
former Superintendent of the French 
line of steamers. He proposes to sell 
Philadelphia butter for 75 cents per 
pound. Here will be found Irish 
bacon at 20 cents per pound, cured in 
Cincinnati, and Westphalia hams cur- 
ed in Ohio and shipped to Westphalia 
and back. It will certainly be, as 
Barnum would say, the highest-priced 
grocery on earth. And still there are 
people who have made fortunes in Cali- 
fornia and the West, and who have 
once lived on bacon smoked in a flour- 
barrel in their own wood-sheds, who 
will buy their groceries here. It is 
hard work to spend from §30,000 to 
§50,000 a year, as many of our Fifth 
avenue people have to spend it. So 
this gilded grocery will be hailed with 
pleasure. — New York Letter.
